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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1, 3-10, 18 and 20-25 are allowed. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: 

Independent claim 1 of the present application teaches an interleaver comprising: a set 
leader generator operable to generate four set leader values for each set of sixteen initial indices, 
wherein each index within the initial set of indices is associated with an initial position of a bit in 
a input bit stream; an inner set index generator operable to generate sixteen permutated indices 
for each four set leader values; and a bit router operable to route each bit in the input bit stream 
to a randomized position in an output sit stream in accordance with its permutated index. The 
foregoing limitations are not found in the prior arts of record. Particularly, none of the prior arts 
of record teach nor fairly suggest, " ...a set leader generator operable to generate four set leader 
values for each set of sixteen initial indices, wherein each index within the initial set of indices is 
associated with an initial position of a bit in a input bit stream; an inner set index generator 
operable to generate sixteen permutated indices for each four set leader values; and a bit router 
operable to route each bit in the input bit stream to a randomized position in an output sit stream 
in accordance with its permutated index. " 

Independent claims 10 and 18 include similar limitations of independent claim 1 and 
therefore are allowed for similar reasons. 

Dependent claims 3-9 and 20-25 depend from allowable independent claims 1 and 18 and 
inherently include limitations therein and therefore are allowed as well.
